talled 3,541,000 persons or more 
than the original 3,500,000 goal.

the National Emergency Council. 
It 'wag submitted in accordance 
with'a provision of the work re- 
lief act requiring that a report 
of expenditures be made before 
January 10 to the three succeed- 
ing congresses. 


The report said the works pro- 


gress 
administration 
accounted 


for 2,756,000 of those employed on 
December 28. 
It showed that beginning with 


employment of 573,000 on July 31, 
the ' program 
slowly 
gathered 


speed toward a final acceleration 
durllig November. 


For the first time, it .was dis- 


closed that the 3,500,000 goal was 
not actually 
attained 
until De- 


cember 21, with a total of 3,521,- 
000. On November 30, when "sub- 
stantial" attainment of the goal 
was announced coincident with li- 
quidation of the relief adminis- 
tration here actually were 3,284,- 
000 employables on payrolls.

action for the conservation of gas 
appears to be limited largely to 
co-operation with the states." 


The Texan joined with the com- 


mission, however, In blaming the 
Panhandle waste gas producing 
wells. 


The trade commission estimated 


that the Panhandle field's gas po- 
tential was 16,100,000,000,000 cubic 
feet and attributed the waste of 
about one-eighth of that total to 
over-development and lack of ade- 
quate marketing facilities. 


"Federal co-operation for waste 


control, after the gas Is in Inter- 
state commerce, is of far less im- 
portance than federal regulation 
of rates and charges for gas mov- 
ing in interstate commerce over 
which the individual states have 
no direct control," the commis- 
sion said. 
"In addition, one phase of the 


problem of conservation and ad- 
justment of land, lease and roy- 
alty owners, to which It appears 
that little attention has been given 
Is the question of the state's au- 
thority to prorate producion and 
require ratable taking of gaa by 
pipe-line companies engaged In in- 
terstate commerce."

The first of the 1936-37 appropria- 
tion bills carrying $879,743,905 for 
two dozen government agencies 
and undertakings was reported to 
the hquse today. 


As laid approved by the appro- 


priations committee, it called for 
expenditures 
$74,509,747 
greater 


than in the 1935-36 fiscal year but 
$47,601,861 less than the presiden- 
tially approved budget. 


Chairman Woodrum (D-Va.) of 
the sub-committee which handled 
the bill had promised "cuts all 
down the line line" before the 
committee went to 
work 
last 


month. This was done, the com- 
mittee said, without actually Im- 
pairing budget requests except in 
one instance. 
Many budget 
re- 
quests were met by authorizing 
the use of unexpended balances of 
former appropriations. 


In fact, by this means. thf re- 
port explained, the committee was 
able to provide more money for 
three activities without increasing 
the budget. Chief among them wag 
$2,000,000 more for administrative 
expenses of the veterans' adminis- 
tration, 
which drew 
the 
lion's 


share of $753,727,000 of the $879,- 
743,905 of actual new appropria- 
tion? approved. 
The 
veterans' 


agency received an additional $42,- 
000,000 in re-appropriations. 
In- 
creased facilities, new pension obr 
ligations and 
increased demands 


on the adjusted service certificate 
fund helped swell its money re- 
quests.

At the experiment 
station of Michigan State 
College, where the work has 
been done, as many as 90 
borers' 
eggs 
have 
been 


placed on a single plant. 
When the eggs hatch, the 
larvae crawl off the leaves 
and starve to death search- 
ing- for edible corn. 


The pleasantest t h i n g 


about this is that the_ new 
variety of corn is delicious 
to the human palate.' It is 
a cross between American 
golden bantam—one , of the 
best—and a South Ameri- 
can field corn. It is as sweet 
as the golden bantam, or 
more so. The ears are just 
a little larger.

ANOTHER OIL PROBLEM 


FOR GENEVA 


Egyptian, 
Persian 
and 


Arab 
fishermen 
have 
a 


grievance. Their industry is 
being injured by pollution 
of the Red Sea 
with 
oil 


waste from the Diesel ships 
of several nations. They 
haye taken their complaints 
to the League of Nations; 
and Europe, has quickly set 
experts to work on the prob- 
lem. The establishment of 
zones to be kept free from 
oil pollution was suggested, 
with penalties for disregard- 
ing them. Wind- and cur- 
rent, however, carry the oil 
great 
distances, 
so that 


zones of 150 miles would 
only slightly reduce the evil. 


Experts recommend that 


oil separators be designed 
and fitted on vessels, partic- 
ularly n e w 
oil-burners, 


wherever practicable. Other 
remedies or compensation 
may be sought. 


Without the League of 


Nations t h e 
fishermen's 


troubles would have attract- 
ed little notice. Efforts to 
end 'them would have had 
to be directed to a number 
of 
different 
governments 


separately. 
T h e 
league 


makes •• a 
good 
clearing 


house for minor internation- 
al problems of many kinds, 
though it has not yet proved 
very effective in handling 
major problems. 


NATIONALIZED COAL 
The coal problem seems 


to be making as much 
trouble in England as in 
the United States. And the 
crisis there is moving still 
more rapidly to a climax. 


A plan has 
'been 
an- 


nounced whereby the gov- 
ernment proposes 
to buy 


put the owners of the min- 
ing royalties and put the 
industry under direct con- 
trol of the state. Instead of 
thousands of private own- 
ers, there will be only one 
owner, John Bull. 


"This Is Socialism!" cry 


the 
private 
owners. 
"It 


means the nationalization 
of private (property in Eng- 
land." Yet the government, 
in control of Stanley Bald- 
win, 
and his Conservative 


Party, disclaiming Socialist 
purposes, seems determined 
to go right ahead with this 
scheme. 


There has been talk of 


"nationalizing c o a l " in 
America, too, but so far it 
has not been taken serious- 
ly. Even the measure of 
government control set up 
by the Guffey Act, which 
Britons would c o n s i d e r 
mild, is being fought in the 
courts by big coal interests. 
The. -outcome here is far 
less clear than in Britain. 


NEW NAZI LAWS 


One result of the effort 


to wipe out everything not 
related to the Nazi regime 
has been the revision of 
many German laws. It is re- 
ported that 80,000 to 90,- 
000 antiquated state and 
police laws, some 
dating 


from the sixteenth century, 
are now being studied by 
Nazi judges with the idea 
of altering them to conform 
to Nazism

We would not want it to be 
made for the purpose of 
bolstering an arbitrary sys- 
tem of government or a po- 
litical party or a racial prej- 
udice as the Nazi revision 
does.

The first thought of most 


housewives will be of the 
family pocketbook. How can 
it be made to 
cover 
five 


meals a day? It won't have 
to. These 
scientists 
want 


people to eat oftener, not 
more. The same amount of 
food ordinarily consumed is 
to be devided into five in- 
stead of three menus. 


Their theory is that hu- 


man energy needs a little 
boost toward the end of the 
morning and along past the 
middle of 
the 
afternoon. 


They do not 
recommend 


taking sweets at this time— 
cake or chocolate or ice 
cream or a sweet drink. A 
glass of milk might be one 
of the extra snacks, and a 
salad vegetable (perhaps a 
raw carrot?) the other. 


The three-meal arrange- 


ment was a matter of prac- 
tical convenience. It fitted 
into the business and fac- 
tory routine,' and stomachs 
got the habit of accepting 
three meals even when more 
frequent stoking of,the hu- 
man engine was called for. 


Americans 
are 
always 


surprised or shocked or de- 
lighted at the number of 
meals they find foreigners 
eating. Some of them are 
not real "meals" 
in 
the 


American sense, but coffee 
and a roll, or tea and a 
sandwich, or cheese and 
crackers, served 
at 
what 


seemes to us odd moments 


of the day. Irritation, disin- 
clination to work and tired- 
ness may not be caused by 
fatigue so much as hunger. 
Maybe we should go flito 
this investigation further. 


WORLD POLICE. 


There is talk now of the 


League of Nations organiz- 
ing an international police 
force. Suoh a body would 
have an immediate job in 
.supporting the league sanc- 
tions against Italy, instead 
of leaving that task to Great 
Britain alone, or to Britain 
and France. There is less 
inclination'to let any of the 
big powers assume this func- 
tion, since the two mention- 
ed tried to go 
over 
the 


league's head and give Italy 
most of Ethiopia. 


Britain herself is said to 


favor such a-step now, be- 
cause it would insure mili- 
tary and naval help and re- 
sponsibility, 
whereas 
re- 


cently she faced the pros- 
pect of doing a hard bit of 
police work alone. 


If such an international 


police body were formed, 
with a small army and navy 
at its disposal, or at least 
with the power to create 
such a force, and if it per- 
formed its task satisfactor- 
ily, it might become a perm- 
anent institution. 


The suggestion calls up 


interesting reminiscences in 
American 
minds. Twenty- 


five years ago, before the 
big war and before there 


was any talk of a League 
of Nations, such distinguish- 
ed 
American 
leaders as 


Theodore 
Roosevelt, Wil- 


liam Howard Taft and Eli- 
hu Root were 
suggesting 


the organization of an in- 
ternational' police force to 
preserve order in the world. 
The suggestion, 
however, 


found no great popular re- 
sponse in this country. It is 
not conceivable that 
the 


United States would con- 
sent now to join such a po- 
lice force under league aus- 
pices, or indeed in any other 
way.

Of course, a good dose of cold 
medicine, of whichever kind your 
doctor recommends, or which ex- 
perience has taught you Is most 
effeciive. And a thoroughly good 
laxative as well. 
Now pile some extra blankets 


or quilts 'on your bed, and have 
the bedroom nice and warm. Pre- 
pare "a hot bath—a very hot one 
—and put in one or two table- 
spoonsful of mustard. Lie in this 
for ten minutes or more, and see 
that hot water is added from 
time to time so you do not cool 
off. 
You start your skin acting 


in this and you throw off some 
of the poisons which cause your 
coldcT. 
Roll up In bath towels, or an 


old nightgown 
under a 
heavy 


bath or dressing gown. Get un- 
der your blankets as quickly as 
possible, covered right up to your 
chin, and have someone put one 
or two hot water bottles between 
the blankets, so you have heat 
at Jjpur feet and the small of 
the back. Lie there and perspire, 
and to aid this, drink some hot 
water with lemon juice in it, and 
if you like, a little whiskey as 
well! 


AH this helps the skin to throw 


off acids; you should perspire off 
all £pur cold, or a large part of 


it. You should also fall asleep 
doing this—the rest also helps

R. L. B.—After you make up 


the lost weight your neck will 
be filled out and probably firm 
again.

Wallace was known 
to be uneasy on hearing that the 
man who proved a storm center as 
first AAA administrator and later 
as the president's foreign trade ad- 
viser, would put his ideas before 
the parley. 
Peek will not be present In per- 


son; his views are expected to be 
communicated through an inter- 
mediary. It i's believed he will in- 
sist that agricultural tariffs, in- 
stead of being lowered as In some 
instances In the New Deal's trade 
treaty with Canada, should be in- 
creased, even to the exclusion of 
all foreign farm imports.
